In some http://osse.dc.gov/service/enrollment-  (202) 727-
cases, non-residents may attend DC public schools, but they must pay tuition and-residency 6436
after meeting established criteria. In addition, in order to be

accepted/admitted as a non-resident, schools should not have any residents

on its waiting list.
